BERKELEY, Calif. (AP)— Now 
ranked second state in population 
by the census bureau, California 
is producing statistics like this: 
In 25 years it has increased its 
livestock almost 60 per cent—a 
third faster than the country as a 
whole. But California, with a 
population growing five times as 
fast as the rest of the nation, now 
imports miore livestock than ever. 

Dr. Ivan M. Lee, agricultural 
economist at the University of 
California, also notes that during 
the same period, California never 
produced enough meat for itself, 
nor enough chickens.

It 
never supplied itself fully with 
milk, butter, and cheese, but at 
the same time produced a surplus 
of evaporated and dried whole 
milk.

It was a shock to many Lafayette graduates 
when the college even considered the $13,506 
first installment on the bequest. For 123 years, 
Lafayette College has had a reputation for lib- 
eral scholarship and informed policy.

Lafayette’s trustees now state that some of 
their most distinguished alumni are Jews and 
Catholics. Any college should be proud of such 
a record, and none should feel compelled to 
make a point of it. 
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The Passing of the New York Sun 

There was so much talk of Sunshine and Sun- 
strokes in connection with the New York Sun in 
the old days that it is impossible to refer to the 
paper’s end as anything but the Syfset. This 
sort of thing was started by Henry Watterson of 
Louisville when he was cheering the Sun’s at- 
tacks on President Grant. 

Then Charles A. Dana was the editor of the 
Sun, and the paper was a power in the land. 
Now, unable to increase the number of its read- 
ers or the volume of its advertising sufficiently 
to meet mounting wages and paper costs, it has 
been sold to the Scripps-Howard chain to be 
merged with the New York World-Telegram. 

The Sun appeared for the first time on Sept. 

3, 1833. It hardly came up in à burst of glory. 
During the cholera epidemic of 1832, Benjamin 
Henry Day was so distressed about the decline 
of his printing business that he decjded to find 
a new way of getting a little money out of his 
presses. The result was a penny paper when 
most New York papers were selling for 6 cents. 

Its golden age began on Jan. 25, 1868, when 
Dana took over.

with an intent to kill 
her. 

It remains to be 
seen if a trial jury 
will convict in the Dr. Sander 
circumstances. And, if a conviction is ob- 
tained, it remains to be seen whether it 
will not lead to a demand, in New Hamp- 
shire and elsewhere, for a change in the 
criminal code with respect to euthanasia 
or mercy killing. 

The basic question is, What is murder? 

It is not murder to kill an enemy sol- 
dier in war or, if the precedent of the 
last war is to be admitted, to kill an ene- 
my civilian with a bomb, or to drown en- 
emy by means of a submarine 
torpedo. It is not murder to kill in self- 
defense or in carrying out the sentence of 
a duly constituted court. No doubt there 
are other exceptions. 

The question posed by the case of Dr. 
Sander is whether another exception can 


by cruelty but by a desire to be kind. 

It is entirely possible that the jury will, 
in effect, write the law in thi® case as 
juries often have in such matters in the 
past. In time it became impossible to 
hang men for stealing a loaf of bread 
because juries would not convict. The law 
was a dead letter before it was repealed. 
We have the impression that, over the 
years, as euthanasia cases have arisen in 
this and other countries, juries have 
shown an increasing reluctance to convict: 

If so, public opinion in the matter may 
have been influenced considerably by ad- 
vantes in medical science. 

When, a few centuries ago, the best doc- 
tors knew less about the nature of health 
and disease than the worst ones do today 
and when men of small education and 
dubious character had no difficulty in en- 
tering the profession, it was only natural 
to be extremely suspicious of medical men, 
to question their competence, their rem- 
edies, and even their bona fides, There is 
little warrant for such an attitude today. 
There are very few doctors who can be 
tagged as charlatans, ignoramuses or ir- 
responsibles. In overwhelming proportion 
they are conscientious in seeking to serve 
the best interest of their patients.

In his early career he worked 
as a newspaperman in Shanghai, 
China, and Nagasaki, Japan. He 
covered the Russo-Japanese war 
as a correspondent, covering it for 
the New York Herald. After the 
war he ran a gymnasium in San 
Francisco, then went to the Philip- 
pines where he edited the Manila 
Times. | 

He worked with Allied Informa- 
tion in Paris during World War I 
and was on the Paris Herald when 
Lord Northcliffe, the owner of the 
London Times, offered him the 
post in W n. 

A brilliant conversationalist, 
Lewis soon became a favorite din“ 
ner partner of Washington so0- 
ciety. 

In 1926, he married Ethel 
Noyes, daughter of Frank B. 
Noyes, president of the Washing- 
ton Star and of the Associated 
Press. They had a son, Willmott 
Jr. who lives here. . 

This marriage ended in divorce 
In 1939, Lewis married Mrs. Nor- 
ma Bowler Hull who ‘survives.

NEW ORLEANS, Jan. 5 Up 
Dr. Alfred Blalock, surgeon-in- 
chief of Johns Hopkins Hospital 
and originator of the famous 
“blue baby” operation, will re- 
ceive the Rudolph Matas Award 
in vascular surgery, Tulane Uni- 
versity announced today. 

The award is generally regard- 
ed as the world’s highest recog- 
nition for surgery of the heart 
and blood vessels. It is not pre- 
sented within any set period; only 
when the committee thinks that 
a’ surgeon’s work deservse it. 

Dr. Blalock performed the 
“blue baby” operation for the 
first time on Nov. 29, 1944. It 
is designed to correct an inter- 
ference with the circulatory sys- 
tem which prevents enough oxy- 
genated blood from reaching the 
heart. Lack of oxygenated blood 
gives the victim’s lips and skin 
a bluish cast. 

Dr. Blalock short-circuited part 
of the circulatory system, so that 
more blood returns to the heart. 
He connects one of the large ves- 
sels of the neck to the pulmonary 
artery which carries blood to the 
lungs from the heart. 

The medal will be presented to 
Dr. Blalock here on Jan. 17. He 
is 50 years old. 

Dr. Matas, 89, emeritus profes- 
sor and former head of the de- 


partment of surgery at Tulane, |- 
was a pioneer in surgery of the 3 


heart and blood vessels. 
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The hotel's reputation made it 
a symbol for elegant living.

(Mike) McCormick: - 

The veteran ball hawk is re- 
garded as a “good luck” charm 
who has a knack for bringing’ 
pennants to his stopping places. 
He played on pennant winners 
— Cincinnati, Boston and Brook- 
yn. 

McCormick, 32, was signed by 
the Giants yesterday as a free 
agent. 

Mike came up to the majors 
with . Cincinnati in 1940 and 
helped the Reds win the pen- 
nant. He batted .300 in his maiden 
season and .310 in the Reds’ los- 
ing venture against the New York 
Yankees in the world series. 
McCormick lingered with the 
Reds until he entered the service 
in 1943. He returned to Cin- 
cinnati in 1946 and was shipped 
to the Boston Braves before the 
season ended. 

The Braves used McCormick in 
92 games in 1947 but in 1948 
Mike got into 115 and batted .303 
to help the Braves win their first 
pennant since 1914. McCormick 
hit only .261 against Cleveland’s 
victorious Indians in the 1948 
world series and was traded to 
Brooklyn for Outfielder Pete 
Reiser in December of 1948.

DOOLITTLE SAYS U.S 
LAGS ON JET AIRLINERS 


to Help Industry Speed 
Development. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 5 (UP)— 
Lt. Gen. James H. Doplittle says 
that Britain is two years out in 
front in jet air transport devel- 
opment and unless the United 
States does something about it 
both eommercial and military avi- 
ation will suffer. 

He said the Government, manu- 
facturers and airlines should get 
to work now, “not tomorrow or 
next year,” on a plan for building 
prototypes of jet airliners. 

“Failure to do this,” said the 
former St. Louisan, “will, in my 
opinion, seriously weaken our 
aircraft industry through loss of 
its position in world markets, 
cause our airlines to be depend- 
ent on other countries for their 
planes and, most important of all, 
will be detrimental to our nation- 
al defense.” 

Doolittle, now an oil firm exec- 
utive, made known his views in 
an article in Air Force, publica- 
tion of the Air Force Association 
of which he is a director. 

The article coincided with re- 
newed study of the problem by 
the Senate Commerce Committee 
which has before it several bills 
calling for Government financing 


fo. at least the prototype versions 


of jet airliners. 

If a subsidy proves necessary, 
Doolittle said, then it should be 
forthcoming. “We cannot delay, 
time is working against us.”

Navajo Tribal Custom Respected 
In Bill on Congress’ 1950 Agenda 


Revised Measure Providing 10-Year Im- 
provement Plan for Indians to Go 
Before House Early.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5—Prop- 
erty inheritance among the Nava- 
jos goes. through the mother’s 
family line. The Indians want to 
keep it that way. 

That's one of the reasons why 
President Truman “reluctantly” 
vetoed a congressional authoriza- 
tion for an $88,570,000, 10-year 
reservation improvement project 
in the closing hours of the last 
session. 

It will be one of the earliest 
bills before the House this year, 


with enactment probable. 

With one exception the act pro- 
viding for roads, soil and water 
conservation, and sheep grazing 
range improvements was what the 
President, the Indian Bureau, and 
the Navajos themselves wanted. 
That exception would place nor- 
mal day-to-day affairs of the 
Navajos under New Mexico and 
Arizona state laws instead of con- 


rdinary Practice. 
Ordinarily the Indian Bureau 
wants to place its charges under 
state laws as early as possible. 
That means recognition of full 


citizenship—which all Indians do 
not have until they prove com- 
petent” to handle their affairs— | 
both national and local. 

The bureau did not believe the | 
Navajos were quite ready for that. 
It objected to this clause in the 
Improvement Project Act. But the 
Navajo tribal council voted for it | 
and the bureau lifted its objec- 


on. 
The bill had been dawdled 
through both houses most of the 
session. Just about the time it 
was finally enacted the Navajos 
changed their minds. If they 


went fully under state laws their 


Their complaint was sent to 
President through the Indian Bu- 
reau. The President vetoed what 
he had earlier given his OK. The 
Senate rushed a substi- 
tute bill with the objections taken 
care of, but unanimous consent 
could not be obtained in the 
House and it is on the calendar

Another thing not made clear 
in the original restoration author- 
ization act was contmuance of 
water rights in the San Luis river, 
New Mexico, which the Navajos 
have now. That has been cor- 
rected in the substitute to assure 
Indian control. The water will 
be needed in any reclamation 
projects undertaken for them. 


The Navajos, in serious danger 
of starvation two years ago be- 
cause of range drouth and later 
heavy snow storms, are in “rea- 
sonable” good condition now. The 
Indian Bureau has a welfare fund 
it can use should another emer- 
gency arise on the reservation. 

The 10 year program is to raise 
living standards above what they 
have been. That is pretty low. 
Road and conservation works will 
provide wages for Navajos at the 
same time that their range is be- 
ing improved to take care of more 
sheep and goats—their principal 
wealth.

The bidding made it abundant- 
ly clear that West had the heart 
ace, the club ace and the spade 
king. Thus, South’s correct and 
vital play was to lead a low spade 
from his own hand toward dum- 
my's jack!
